Boy le is getting ready 
to ru n tired men and women 
throu gh his laboratory , testing 
and cross-testing and, when 
he has comp leted them, he 
p u ts all of the facts on a 
p erforated card and drop s it 
into a comp u ter.

heart risk (a qu otient of 1.0) 
or a bad one (10.0).

West Germany Is Apprehensiv e 


Dr. 
Boy le ran 
the boy 
throu gh the test a second time 
with the same dismal resu lt. 
The stu dent, according to the 
comp u ter, was su scep tible to 
a thrombosis. He confessed 
that his mother and father 
had died of heart attacks in 
their 30's. Dr. Boy le p u t the 
boy on a regimen of three 
asp irin tablets a day and, no 
one knows why . bu t three 
asp irins redu ced the clotting 
p eriod to 22 minu tes — a 
normal time. 
The entire series of tests 
and cross-matching occu p ies 
abou t three hou rs of time. 
Miami Heart Institu te has a 
p lastic artery throu gh which 
blood flows and imitates the 
action of the p atient’s ar­ 
teries. There is a stress test 
on a treadmill, which can be 
aimed at a nine p er cent 
grade u p hill walk, or ev en 12 
p er cent. A comp licated belt 
arou nd the p atient sends all 
kinds of rep orts by radio to 
a host 
of 
machines which 
digest the resu lts, assess the 
nu mbers by balancing against 
other 
tests, 
and 
p redict 
whether the heart shows signs 
of failu re, or bears u p well 
u nder daily stress. 
There are other tests which 
can measu re the elap sed time 
between a beat of the heart 
and 
the 
time 
that 
beat 
requ ires to reach the ankles. 
These 
tests 
can 
detect a 
blockage (a damaged artery 
wall) or a diseased artery and 
p oint to where it is. 
Soon, medicine is going to 
be forced away from try ing 
to sav e sick hearts and test 
the p u mp before it is ready 
to giv e u p and stop . On the

Behind the scenes West Ger­ 
man leaders find the fu tu re 
getting blu rry in their cou ntry . 
They are beginning to feel the 
tickle of their old habit of 
ap p rehension. 
West Germany is less than 
half the size of France. Its 
p op u lation (01 million) is only 
a third of the free Eu rop ean 
commu nity , and West Ger­ 
many ’s relativ e p osition will 
shrink fu rther when the p ro­ 
p osed sev en additional cou n­ 
tries, like Great Britain and 
Sweden, join the Common 
Market. Nor does realism in­ 
dicate any p ossibility of West 
Germany 's u nification w i t h 
her 17 million East German 
cou sins to solv e 4toat distin­ 
gu ished French writer Fran­ 
cois Schlosser calls their "No. 
1 p roblem: the div ision of 
Germany ." • 
An 
imp ortaht 
sou rce 
of 
strength in the economy has 
been that West German work­ 
ers seldom strike. There were 
last y ear only 36 strikes. Only 
25,000 man-hou rs of labor were 
lost — ov erwhelmingly the low 
record for any comp arable 
cou ntry . (We had 5,055 stop ­ 
p ages with a loss of 49 million 
man-day s.) Bu t new Chancel­ 
lor Willy Brandt p romised 
labor the moon in last Sep ­ 
tember's election camp aign, 
and German labor is demand­ 
ing that he deliv er. And clear­ 
ly this restiv eness is p art of 
what Brandt himself calls, 
with some trep idation, a "neu e 
Stimmu ngswelle"—a "new na­ 
tional mood." 
Nex t, there is a heav y brain- 
drain ou t of West Germany . 
A great many y ou ng German 
scientists and other talented 
workers are leav ing there for 
the United States and else­ 
where. As one resu lt, West 
Germany now imp orts three 
times 
as 
many 
inv ention- 


p rodu cts as $he ex p orts. 
For ex amp le, only 13 p er 
cent of the comp u ters u sed 
are German-made. In atomic, 
electronic, aircraft and aero­ 
sp ace dev elop ments she re­ 
mains behind France end En­ 
gland. F o r e i g n comp anies, 
chiefly American, p rov ide M 
p er cent of West Germany ’s 
electronic ou tp u t. 40 p er cent 
of her au tomotiv e p rodu ction, 
40 p er cent of the oil and 
gasoline ou tp u t, etc. 
On analy sis; West Germany 
is p rosp ering by ex p orts. A 
fu ll 20 p er cent of her gross 
national p rodu ct dep ends on 
ex p orts. Deu tsche Bank Chair­ 
man Hermann J. Abs. conti­ 
nental Eu rop e's most conse­ 
qu ential banker, who knows 
ou r cou ntry 's p roblems as well 
as he knows Eu rop e’s and is 
intensely p ro-American, has 
told me that West Germany 's 
ex p ort dep endence is 50 p er 
cent in her heav y equ ip ment 
indu stries and 33 p er cent in 
the decisiv e chemical 
and 
au tomotiv e indu stries. In fact, 
Volkswagen, Germany ’s larg­ 
est enterp rise, ex p orts 75 p er 
cent of its p rodu ction. 
"We are walking on a long 
p lank that dep ends almost en­ 
tirely on other cou ntries," 
Mr. Abs said. 
One dep endence is on the 
Red cou ntries. West Germany 
ex p orted a bi l l i o n dollars 
worth of goods and cap ital to 
Commp nist Eu rop e last y ear 
and the collection p roblem has 
now reached a crisis. This 
strain from u np aid bills frozen 
in Red cou ntries was a signifi­ 
cant factor in the financial 
failu re of the giant Kru p p en­ 
terp rise. in the su bsequ ent sal­ 
v ation o f which Mr. Abs him­ 
self p lay ed the leading p art. 
The Germans ask one an­ 
other who cou ld hav e accom­ 
p lished any thing so p rodigiou s 


as their economic recov ery . In 
their amazement they label 
the miracle the Wirtechafts- 
w u nder. Today fou r additional 
p aeans identify their frame of 
mind: 
the Wohlstand, their 
name for today ’s p rosp erity 
itself: Selbstbewu ssUein, the 
"new self-assu rance" it has 
brou ght with it; Standesge- 
mass. which means in accord 
with statu s; Geltu ngsbedu erf- 
nis, the resu lting "need to 
assert oneself." Bu t, gradu ­ 
ally . the Germans may hav e 
become the mesmerised v ic­ 
tims of their own v ocabu lary . 
As long ago as 1900, with all 
the eclat of a ju do black belt’s 
Kesagatame scarf hold, Jap an 
knocked Germany from sec­ 
ond to third p lace among the 
free world’s indu strial nations. 
Jap an became the second p ro­ 
du cer, nex t to the United 
States. 
Jap an’s gross national p rod­ 
u ct continu es to rise more than 
10 p er cent y early . Germany ’s 
shows signs of decline. Actu ­ 
ally , Germany ’s $2,200 p er 
cap ita gross national p rodu ct 
remains less than France’s 
$2,350. Meanwhile, both the 
French a n d Jap anese are 
thrifty . More than 15 p er cent 
of the Jap anese disp osable in­ 
come is tu cked away in sav ­ 
ings each y ear. Not so in 
Germany . 
Last N o v e m be r Jap an 
p assed Germany as the free 
world’s second largest ex p ort- 
trading nation. Jap an’s ex ­ 
p orts rose 24 p er cent last 
y ear while Germany ’s rate of 
ex p ort growth is ev en less 
than Italy 's. Moreov er, only 
one major free world cou ntry , 
the United States, dep ends less 
on foreign trade than Jap an. 
Ap p arently there is kind of a 
U tu rn — an accelerated ero­ 
sion—coining u p in West Ger­ 
many ’s world p osition.
